He directed the arm3', the In- 
terior Department and housing of- 
ficials to investigate and make rec- 
ommendations tor "additional leg- 
islative authority to meet emer- 
gencies of this character." 
The president wrote Maj. Gener-

Philip B. 
Fleming, 
federal 


works administrator, directing him 
to coordinate an federal agencies 
working on the disaster. 
The letter said: 
"Dear General Fleming: 
"The disaster caused by the un- 
precedented floods in the Pacific 
Northwest makes 
it 
imperative 
that the full resources of the fed- 
eral government be mobilized im- 
mediately to furnish such 
emer- 
gency assistance as can be made 
available through the various fed- 
eral agencies. The 
housing 
and 
home imance agencies 
and 
the 
corps 
of 
engineers 
are 
al- 
ready rendering emergency assist- 
ance, but their efforts can 
and 


should be supplemented by those of 
other federal agencies. According- 
ly, I am directing you to coordi- 
nate the efforts of 
aU 
federal 
agencies in 
alleviating hardship 
and suffering caused by this disas- 
ter. 


"All federal agencies will coop- 
erate with state and local govern- 
ments and relief agencies 
and 
render such assistance as may be 
within the power and authority of 
the federal government. 


"I am also requesting that you, 
together with the secretary of the 
interior, secretary o fthe army, 
and the housing and home finance 
administrator, make an immediate 
investigation and report to me the 
facts concerning the disaster and 
any recommendations you
